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“The reception to our sound has been amazing here,” says new-style cumbia 
pioneer DJ Oroll — who, along with partner DJ Disco Shawn, heads the 
Bersa Discos label (www.myspace.com/bersadiscos) and puts on the packed 
Tormenta Tropical monthlies at Elbo Room. “A place like the Bay Area is a 
perfect spot for new cumbia sounds to take hold. People here are always look¬ 
ing for new music, plus there’s obviously a huge Latino population. A lot of 
younger Latinos who grew up hearing cumbia also listened to hip-hop and 
electronic music. They’re really into what we’re doing.” 

Cumbia, the irresistible traditional accordion-driven dance music of 
Argentina, has undergone a mutation of sorts, opening up to include electronic 
augmentation, hip-hop beats, and even punk styles. The new iteration has 
taken hold in clubs like the cutting-edge Zizek in Buenos Aires, where Oroll 
was living and performing when Disco Shawn sought him out in 2006 for a 
taste of the electro-cumbia sound. The two returned to San Francisco, their 
home base, to form the Bersa Discos label as a kind of sonic nexus. “DJs and 
producers were selling burned CDs and swapping MP3s, but nothing was very 
organized at the time,” says Disco Shawn. “We just wanted to get some of 
these amazing tracks pressed up on vinyl and circulated a little more officially.” 

Bersa Discos is now on its fourth release, titled, appropriately, Bersa #4 
and featuring Afro-Colombian-tinged tracks by Brooklyn’s Uproot Andy and 
deeper sounds from the Netherlands’ Sonido del Principe. And the Tormenta 
Tropical party has seen legends like DJ/Rupture, South Rakkas Crew, 

Buraka Som Sistema, Toy Selectah, and even the Zizek folks burn up the 
stage. Shawn says to keep a 2k9 ear out for DJ Panik’s Texan “crunk cumbia.” 
Meanwhile, UK “bashment” crew the Heatwave hop in Dec. 19 to enliven 
the party’s first anniversary. 

SFBG What originally attracted you to the new cumbia style? 

0R011 1 first got into cumbia in 2001 while I was in Buenos Aires — the 
same time that the Argentine economy was collapsing. Kids were still heading 
to the clubs all night, but as a whole the music was pretty unimpressive. Lots 
of’80s, trance, Ramones, and Rolling Stones — seriously, whole subcultures 
based on those last two. But one day I caught a Sunday TV variety show called 
Pasion Tropical that had the group Pibes Chorros on. Those dudes were repping 
heavy keyboard-guitars, long hair, and skull tees. They had a different sound 
that grabbed me, meaner than most cumbia I had heard. So I started track¬ 
ing down their mixes, chopping up their samples, and making cumbia remixes 
with dancehall and hip-hop thrown in. Guys like Marcelo Fabian, Villa 
Diamante, Sonido Martines, and Daleduro were messing with cumbia too. So 
we started linking up, throwing parties together. Shawn and I met not too long 
after and started throwing the idea of Bersa Discos around. 

SFBG What are some of your most memorable Tormenta Tropical experiences? 
DISCO SHAWN It’s all been amazing. But the best thing has been getting to 
play with artists whose music I was already a fan of. The crowd has also been 
great. It’s totally mixed — Latino cumbia diehards, hipsters, dancehall heads, 
etc. Even better, people are really into dancing. Most of the time we’re playing 
songs that people don’t know — most of the songs are in Spanish, so a good 
portion of the crowd may not even understand the language — yet everyone 
goes crazy on the dance floor. It’s really nice because we’re not slaves to playing 
any sort of “hits.”

Not too long ago I’d come home from a night of barhopping with 
ringing ears, smelling of cigarettes. Now half the time I pour myself 
into bed reeking of braised calamari and elderflower, with an earful 
of soft jazz. Most of the new watering holes to open in 2008 weren’t 
exactly bars, nor were they ultra-lounges, art bars, or wine bars. They 
were located in restaurants and hotel lobbies and boasted extravagant 
bar programs and exotic cocktail lists. Overall, San Francisco night¬ 
life has taken a turn for the mellow — and delicious. 


FOLLOW THE BARTENDER 

Blame iiberpopular establishments like Alembic, NOPA, and this 
year’s Beretta (1199 Valencia, SF. 415-695-1199, www.berettasf.com). 
Their “you may as well have some food since you’re drinking” model 
of restaurant design reversed the typical order of importance between 
kitchen and bar. Now that good drinks are in demand at every new 
restaurant, superstar bartenders are barhopping from venue to venue. 
Beretta’s cocktail menu was created by the fascinating Thad Vogler, 
who has since moved on to the East Bay’s Camino — and who will 
be opening a bar called Agricole next year. Vogler used to work at the 
Slanted Door with Erik Adkins, who is designing the drinks menu 
at the new noodle restaurant (1150 Mission, SF) — unnamed at press 
time — by Slanted Door executive chef Charles Phan. It should open 
early next year. 

Tipple whiz Dominic Venegas, who has spent time at Range, 
Bacar, and other venues, created the sherry-centric cocktail menu

at the decadent new barstaurant Gitane (6 Claude Lane, SF. 415- 
788-6686, www.gitanerestaurant.com). The bar area is such a show¬ 
piece that you expect the dining section to hold 400 people, not 40. 
Bartender Jacqueline Patterson graced two venues this year: first 
Orson (508 Fourth St., SF. 415-777-1508, www.orsonsf.com), the 
Elizabeth Faulkner restaurant that transitioned from avant-garde to 
more traditional eatery this summer, and now Zinnia (500 Jackson, 

SF. 415-956-7300, www.zinniasf.com), the Sean O’Brien restaurant in 
Jackson Square where Patterson serves up flower-themed drinks. 

Reza Esmali, who holds down the fort at Conduit, also pulls 
a shift at Zare at Fly Trap (606 Folsom, SF. 415-243-0580, www. 
zareflytrap.com), where his Cardamom My Dearest may be the worst- 
named drink in the city. (It’s delicious, though.) Also putting spice 
into drinks — and tea and chilies and yogurt — is Jonny Raglin of 
Absinthe, who designed the exotic cocktails at Dosa on Fillmore (1700 
Fillmore, SF. 415-642-3672, www.dosasf.com). 

LET'S GO OUT TO THE LOBBY 

Though hotel lobby bars have traditionally been places to find tradi¬ 
tional drinks, now many of them are promoting innovation and eco- 
cocktails. Clock Bar (335 Powell, SF. www.michaelmina.net/clockbar) 
is a gorgeous little room in the Westin St. Francis with fab drinks 
and a crowd that changes from tourists in jeans to business travelers 
to cocktail snobs throughout the course of an hour. Nearby at Level 
III (500 Post, SF. 415-771-8600, www.levelthreesf.com), in the JW

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Marriott, there’s not much of a scene at all, perhaps because you have 
to take the elevator to get to the bar. Maybe more people would come 
if they knew about the revitalized cocktail menu and discount happy 
hour specials. (I’m telling you now.) A few blocks south, the small Bar 
888 (888 Howard, SF. www.grappabar888.com), in the large new 
InterContinental hotel, has a huge selection of grappas and cocktails 
with the Italian grape spirit to match. Not a lobby bar at all but a 
multimillion dollar, multiroom ultra-lounge, Infusion Lounge (124 
Ellis, SF. 415-421-8700, www.infusionlounge.com), in Union Square, 
is located beneath Hotel Fusion and will open to the public for a big 
party on New Year’s Eve. 

PERUVIAN PLEASURES 

A different grape spirit, pisco, a brandy from Peru or Chile, is show¬ 
ing up on the menu at dozens of the best bars in the city. Most of 
the time it’s in the form of the pisco sour or the pisco punch, which 
was invented in the gold rush era a block away from the new Jackson 
Square bar Taverna Aventine (582 Washington, SF. www.aventinesf. 
com). Aventine, which proudly continues the pisco tradition, also 
has rentable liquor lockers, so you can store your stash between ses¬ 
sions. Two other new spots are entirely dedicated to pisco: Pisco Latin 
Lounge (1817 Market, SF. 415-874-9951, www.piscosf.com) is the 
groovy bar expansion of the pan-Latin restaurant Destino, next door. 
La Mar Cebicheria Peruana (Embarcadero, Pier 11/2, SF. 415-397- 
8880, www.lamarcebicheria.com), the gigantic Embarcadero restau¬ 
rant imported directly from Lima, Peru, features a drink menu on 
which every cocktail contains pisco. Now that’s dedication. 

MORE GREAT GRAPE 

Since a new wine bar went up on every corner in 2007, there wasn’t 
room for too many more of them this year. But the few that did open 
have some interesting programs to lure in the crowds. Uva Enoteca 
(568 Haight, SF. 415-829-2024, www.uvaenoteca.com) appeared in the 
Lower Haight, with educational tastings and cocktails by Camber Lay, 
who also shakes them up at the much larger Epic Roasthouse (369 
Embarcadero, SF. 415-369-9955, www.epicroasthousesf.com), down 
by the waterside. Press Club (20 Yerba Buena Lane, SF. 415-744- 
5000, www.pressclubsf.com), at the base of the Four Seasons Hotel 


downtown, is like eight wine bars in one, each acting as a tasting room 
for a different winery. Project One (251 Rhode Island, SF. www.pro- 
jectonesf.com) is less of a wine bar and more of a friendly, all-purpose 

— beer and wine only — art gallery and event space with happy hours 
and live music. It’s located not far from Club Mighty in the neighbor¬ 
hood they’re perhaps unfortunately calling SoMissPo. 

DO-OVERS 

Since sitting quietly and sipping is the new raving until dawn, there 
isn’t too much point in building new warehouse nightclubs. Instead, a 
few older spots were freshened up and sometimes renamed. The fancy 
Loft 11 became Mist (316 11th St., SF. 415-552-6478, www.mistsf. 
com), which is appropriate since they installed a mist machine and all. 
The nearby Paradise Lounge has a new owner, new sound, a new paint 
job, and the old name: Paradise Lounge (1501 Folsom, SF. 415-252- 
5018, www.paradisesf.com). That was easy! The Sixth Street space 
formerly known as Playbar — and a few other things over the past 10 
years — is now the Room Ultra Lounge (101 Sixth St., SF. 415-543- 
7666, www.theroomsf.com), a two-level nightclub with different parties 
each night. Over in North Beach, the oft-packed club Latitude/Zebra 
Lounge is now Atmosphere (447 Broadway, SF. 415-788-4623, www. 
a3atmosphere.com). And just steps away from that is Apartment 24 
(440 Broadway, SF. 415-989-3434, www.apartment24sf.com), which is 
the bar-club formerly known as Dolce. It’s still as popular as ever. 

A few bars have had makeovers as well. Though many will 
bemoan the recent name change of Potrero Avenue’s Sadie’s Flying 
Elephant to Mission Hill Saloon (491 Potrero, SF), fewer will com¬ 
plain about the cleanup of the space — and word on the street is that 
the drinks are still cheap. Another change-over: the very upper-class 
Red Room transformed from a red room, basically, into the retro 
living room-ish Minx (827 Sutter, SF. 415-346-7666, www.minxdr- 
inx.com), which might better have been called Minks owing to the 
taxidermic decorations. G Bar was a pretty swank nouveau bar that’s 
transformed into a retro swank place instead, called — guess what? 

— Swank (488 Presidio, SF. 415-346-7431). sfbg

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Drag — you know you can never get enough of it, but can you outgrow 
it? Not if you’re one of the Hot Boxxx Girls, San Francisco’s official drag 
dynasty. The ever-elastic Girls range in age from the nubile 20s to the spry, 
lithe 70s — and every one of them titillates an audience of hipsters, bach- 
elorettes, longtime fans, and curiosity-seekers every Friday and Saturday 
night at the wonderful Aunt Charlie’s Lounge in the Tenderloin. Seriously, 
it gets sweaty. 

The mesmerizing clutch of bedazzling entertainers has changed over 
time somewhat, but the current lineup — Vicki Marlane (“The Girl with 
the Liquid Spine”), MC Gina LaDivina (“The $65,000 Silicone Wonder”), 
Aurora Styles, Daphne Deluxe (“The Wonder from Down Under”), Ginger 
Snap, Evita Minks, Bobby (“The Manly Stud”), and Collette LeGrande 
(“Cocktails”) — combines old-school class with new-school sass, plus a few 
unexpected high kicks, to create a spectacle you’re very unlikely to see any¬ 
where else. It’s oh so San Francisco, but also pretty cosmic in a way. 

Founder Vicki Marlane, Aurora Styles, and Hot Boxxx Girls “handler” 
Adam B. responded to a few of our queries. 

SFBG Tell us a little bit about the show and yourselves. 

VICKI MARLANE The show used to be called “Girls Just Want to Have 
Fun,” but then Gipsy left. I didn’t care for that name, so I suggested “The 
Hot Boxxx Girls.” The rest of the cast loved it. I’m 74. I’ve been performing 
58 years now — going on 13 years at Aunt Charlie’s. 

AURORA STYLES Just to add to Vicki’s comments, I think what makes 
us special is that age variety, which gives the show a wide range of musical 
and performance styles that span time. I came to the show eight years ago, 
around the same time that Gina the MC joined. When one of the spots 
became available, I snapped it up, and here I am today. My act has gone 
through so many changes; my life has, too, and will continue to. I love that I 
can share that all with the best crowds in town, and look forward to sharing 
more moments with them. 

SFBG What are some of yourfavorite showstopping numbers? 

VM My showstopping numbers are “Total Eclipse of the Heart” and “It’s 
All Coming Back to Me Now,” which is seven-and-a-half minutes long. 
ADAM B. I have tons of favorites, from Gina’s “Let’s Get the Party Started” 
to Collette’s “These Boots Are Made for Walking” to Daphne performing 
“Boobies.” The girls are showstopping in other ways, too. Ginger is booty, 
booty, booty. Aurora’s a soul diva! You never quite know how or when Bobby 
will make an appearance. And everyone wishes Evita, the baby girl, was 
their girlfriend. 

SFBG How do you feel about the drag scene in San Francisco right now? 

VM Why isn’t there just one show bar with a real stage anymore? And some 
of it’s all just thrown together, which makes my cast all the more special. 

We bring the class from the past. Fourteen years ago a certain entertainer 
said I was too old. I’m still here. The clothes, warmth, and friendly people 
set us apart. No drunks in the show! 

SFBG As drag legends , what advice do you have to impart to the next generation? 
VM It’s such an old tradition that we have to keep up contact with the 
younger generation. My advice: “Love what you do.” 

AS My advice would be to not give up. There will be times you want to 
hang up the wig and call it quits. Acknowledge those frustrations and move 
forward. Keep entertaining, someone you entertain will offer you a gig, and 
your efforts will pay off. sfbg
